Rep. Paul Rogers 
Urges Park Bill 


Congressman Paul G. Rogers 
today urged enactment of leg- 
islation which would permit the 
State of Florida to convey cer- 
tain lands to the Federal Gov- 
ernment for inclusion in the 
Everglades National Park.

inclusion in the Park was omit- 
ted in the process of transfer- 
ring title to the property to the 
Federal Government. Addition- 
al legislation was necessary, he 
said, in order to include these 
lands and thereby carry out the 
intent of the donor. 

Said Rogers: “This bill should 
complete the legislation neces- 
sary to finalize the boundaries

tions, appears to be ideal for 
kenaf production. The U. S. is 
a ready market for Columbian 
kenaf.” 

“Cotton and coffee growers 
need greater crop diversifica- 
tion, particularly in the banana 
zone, where certain land are be- 
ing abandoned due to low yields 
and to poor quality of fruit. At 
the present time there is keen 
interest in Columbia in the pro- 
duction of kenaf. Kenaf has 
been grown sporadically on a 
very limited scale in Columbia 
for the past several years. The 
present retail price of bags 
(from 2 to 3 pescos) should at- 
tract additional spinning and 
weaving mills, The Jaar Com- 
pany plans to expand their spin- 
ning and weaving facility to 
214 times its present size. There 
have also been rumors that oth- 
er interest might-erect an ad- 
ditional bag mill.” 

One of the most critical as- 
pects regarding the immediate 
development of a kenaf pro- 
gram in’ Columbia is the lack 
of a góod seed supply. Careful 
technical guidance in producing. 
kenaf is badly needed. Ade- 
quate processing equipment 
must be available before the 
crop is planted. Kenaf is adapt- 
ed to many different uses in ad- 
dition to bagging, including car- 
pet backing, soft twines and 
cordage, for use in the handi- 
craft industry, and reinforcing 
for plastic.

In accordance with Section 
503(c), the, State Department 
recently submitted a report to 
the Congress, based on its study, 
detailing the progress being 
made toward cutting down eco- 
nomic aid in the form of grants. 
It was this study which result- 
ed in reductions in the funds re- 
quested for the, grant programs 
for the 1961 fiscal year. 

Rogers told the House that 
his amendment marked the first 
positive expression of the intent 
of the Congress that administer- 
ing agencies should continue to 
„press for further cuts and final 
elimination of foreign aid grant 
spending.
